TRADING IS HEAVY 
IN RISING MARKET 


Biggest Half-Day on New York 
Stock Exchange in 
Two Years. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—In a 
frenzy of trading such as Wall 
street has not witnessed in a half- 
day session ir more than two years, 
the stock market completed a week 
of steeply rising prices with a 
big display of bullishness today. 

Extreme gains in many issues 
ranged from $1 to $12 a share, and 
final prices were near the best. 

The skeptical bear element, 
which has been inclined to attri- 
bute the upswing to “strong arm” 
methods on the part of certain fi- 
nancial interests, to yolitics or to 
incipient inflation, found itself in 
a painful predicament as it tried 
to cover its short commitments. 
Floor traders said trading in at 
least two prominent issues came to 
a standstill for a brief interval, 
as no offerings appeared to fill the 
urgent demand. 

Brokerage quarters buzzed with 
excited gossip of pools and rum- 
ors of other measures which were 
being, or might be taken to restore 
prosperity. The rumors involved, 
among other things, President Hoo- 
ver’s acceptance speech due next 
week, pools to boost commodity 
prices and plans to revive trade 
with Soviet Russia. 

Some conservative banking quar- 
ters warned that there was danger 
that the speculative enthusiasm 
might reach unwarranted extremes, 
and in the long run actually dam- 
age the cause of business recovery. 
Bankers sai@ the sharp upturn 
in securities prices had undoubted- 
ly greatly strengthened the bank- 
ing situation throughout the coun- 


try, through appreciation of 


banks’ investment portfolios, and 
the restoration of the value of se- 
curities put -up as collateral for 
loans. A number of New York 
banks were said to be advising 
their out-of-town correspondents to 
use the higher prices to eliminate 
doubtful items from their invest- 
ment portfolios, and generally : to 
get their investments in ship shape. 
Sharpest gains in the market ap- 
peared in issues in which there was 
believed to have béen a large short 
interest. It was notable that many 
issues have more than doubled. in 
price in the past several weeks. 
Bears pointed out that a number 
of issues which have about doubled 
in price were shares of companies 
which were still operating in red

Commodity Trade Balance. 


In unofficial conversations here 
they expressed a belief that the 
economic future of Great Britain 
would be insecure unless her com- 
modity trade were more closely bal- 
anced, unless she developed new 
shipping by increasing the exchange 
of Empire products and unless she 
could be convinced that _  invest- 
ments from this time forward in 
other British nations could be far 
more important to her than those 
that have been placed in the past 
in Argentina, Russia, Germany and 
other foreign countries. 

A new British conception which 
would extend preferences to certain 
natural resources of the dominions 
already seemed assured in the be- 
lief that the United Kingdom could 
not hope to gain large new markets 
within the Empire for manufac- 
tures if she limited preferences on 
dominion products. 

Some were inclined to believe they 
might have asked more from the 
Motherland than she is likely to 
ask in return and more than they 
expect to receive. But, it was 
pointed out, if the conference is to 
close on an equitable basis, they 
must get more than they give. 


Britain Has Two Hopes. 


For one thing, they offer raw 
resources, the prices of which are 
largely controlled by prevailing 
world commodity levels, with the 
result that their profits from. new 
trade would be fixed to some extent 
by forces outside their control. 
This is less true in manufactured 
products which the United King- 
dom hopes to sell. Britain, to a 
larger extent than the Dominions, 
was understood to be able to assure 
herself of a profitable basis of trade 
on new commerce created by the 
conference. 

Also, to the — that Britain 
continues to be the banker to the 
Empire, the Dominions believe they 
require a favorable balance of trade 
with her if they are to meet their 
financial obligations.

Testimony by § Associate

NO POWDER MARKS, 
UNDERTAKER SAYS 


He Also Testifies That Body 

of Young Florida Writer 

Bore a Bruise on the 
Shoulder.

MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 6.—Testimony 
that the bedy of Haden Clarke, 
young writer, was bruised and bore 
no powder marks and that Capt. 
W. N. Lancaster had threatened to 
“get rid” of him was introduced 
today in the prosecution’s effort to 
prove the British flyer killed Clarke 
because of jealousy over Jessie M. 
Keith-Miller, Australian aviatrix. 

The condition of Clarke’s body 
was described by K. B. Bess, funer- 
al director, who prepared it for 
burial. Over objections by J. M. 
Carson, chief defense counsel, he 
was allowed to testify that in his 
experience bullet wounds unpro- 
tected by clothing always bore 
powder marks in cases of suicide. 
He also said he found a bruise on 
Clarke’s shoulder. 


The: defense contends Clarke 
killed himself because of despond- 
ency over financial troubles, a dis- 
ease he had contracted and re- 
miorse for having stolen from Lan- 
caster the affections of his flying 


He was shot to death in a room 
he and Lancaster occupied at the 
home of Mrs. Keith-Miller within 
12 -.ours after the flyer had re- 
turned here hurriedly upon being 
notified Clarke and Mrs. Keith- 
Miller planned to marry. 

Tells of Threat. 
The testimony regarding threats 
was the second such charge made 
against the former British army 
pilot since the trial began Tuesday. 
Previously, J. F. Russell, who was 
associated with Lancaster in a fly- 
ing venture for Latin-American 
Airways in the West, told of 
threats made by Lancaster when he 
heard of intimacy between Clarke 
and Mrs, Keith-Miller while he was 
away. 
Today M. G. Tancrel, who identi- 
fied himself as a naval captain and 
who also was conhected with the 
Latin-Américan Airways venture, 
testified Lancaster told’ him in No- 
gales, Ariz., that he was going 
back to Miami to “get rid of that 
.” referring to Clarke. 
Questioned further by State’s At- 
torney N. Vernon Hawthorne, Tan- 
crel said that on another occasion 
he heard Lancaster tell an old fly- 
ing companion in El Paso: “I 
have seen a jot of dead men and

Miner Stabbed in Neck—Anoth- 
er Man Sought—Details 
Obscure.

While no invitation has been 
transmitted to them, the word has 
been passed to the delegates 
through the United States legation 
at Ottawa that they would be 
welcomed here. 

What bearing the Imperial Con- 
ference may have. on the coming 
World Economic Conference and 
the part the two will play in shap- 
ing the future American diplomatic 
policy already has becOme the sub- 
ject of speculation in Washington. 
There is no expectation here that 
the time and place for the World 
Economic Conference will be fixed 
until Great Britain has had an op- 
portunity to assess the results of 
any trade arrangements with her 
dominions that may flow from the 
present Canadian discussions. 
Officials of this Government, too, 
would like to be able to go into the 
latter conference with a full knowl- 
edge of the economic position of 
the United States. How far this 
may be affected by the Imperial 
Conference remains to be disclosed. 
There also remains to be seén 
‘what will result from the negotia- 
tions now going forward with 
France for a commercial treaty 
which will remedy some of the al- 
leged discriminations by that coun- 
try against American products. 
Protests have arisen particularily 
against the copper and some other 
agreements embodied in the recent 
commercial pact between Frapee

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BUREAU HEAD I 
ASKED TO RESIN 


Walter R. -Hoy Says He 
Will Comply With Re- 
quest but Files Complaint 
Against Steger. . 


Walter R. Hoy, executive secre- 
tary of the ‘Bureau for. Homeiess 
Men, announced last night its di- 
rectors had asked him to resign 
and that he intended to do so in 
the near future, 

Hoy protested that his ouster 
had been brought about by E, G. 
Steger, director of the Community 
Fund and director of Citizens’ 
Committee on Relief and Employ- 
ment. The Bureau for Homeless 
Men is affiliated with both organ- 
izations. 

Steger, Hoy declared, had taken 
the initiative in ‘proposing to his 
directors that he be removed on 
the ground that the work of the 
bureau had expanded beyond 
Hoy’s capacities, and had under- 
taken preliminary negotiations 
looking to selection of his succes- 
sor-before officially taking the 
matter up with directors of the 
Bureau for Homeless Men. 

He attributed his removal to Ste- 
ger’s desire to surround himself 
with men of his own choosing, and 
referred to other changes which 
had been made in the personnel of 
the Community Fund since Steger 
became director some months ago. 

Statement by Steger. 

Steger said last night his only 
interest in the matter had been as 
director of Citizens’ Committee, 
and that in that capacity he had 
suggested to directors of the Bu- 
reau for Homeless Men that its 
operations had not béen conducted 
in a workman-like manner. “I 
gave them my opinion,” he said, 
“amd recommended that they get 
a disinterested outsider to make a 
survey of the bureau's needs.” 

With regard to changes that had 
been made in the staff of the Com- 
munity Fund, Steger took the posi- 
tion that they should be of no con- 
cern to Hoy. As director of the 
Community Fund, he said, he felt 


privileged to select his own sub- 
ordinates. 
Complaint against what Hoy 


described as the “unethical meth- 
ods” used by Steger to obtain his 
removal has been filed with the St. 
Louis chapter of the American As- 
sociation of Social Workers. If 
adjudged worthy it will be referred 
to ani investigating committee 
which may submit a finding of 
facts. That would end the matter. 

One of Hoy’s complaints is that 
Steger sat in with directors of the 
Bureau for Homeless Men at an 
executive session Friday and that 
he was excluded. It was after that 
meeting that his resignation was 
requested. 

“My connection with the mat- 
ter,’ Steger said, “began and end- 
ed with a letter I wrote to Sidney 
Maestres, president of the Bureau 
for Homeless Men, offering him 
my opinion and suggesting the sur-

vey. I sat with them 
their solicitation and did no. more 
than repeat what I 
in my letter. 


In his letter to Maestre, | 
was out of the city last night, Ste- 
ger paid compliment to the devo- 
tion, loyalty and industry of Hoy, 
but added his opinion that he did 
not possess “the strength and abil- 
ity to meet the tremendous task 
the bureau has to perform.” 

The suggested survey was made 
by Dr. Ellery Reed, director of the 
Trounstine Foundation of Cincin- 
nati. Dr. Reed’s report recom- 
mended a number of changes, but 
on the whole, Hoy considered, it 
vindicated his policies, 

Dr. Reed commended the anti- 
begging activity of the bureau and 
the case work of its staff. The 
staff itself he found “makes a rel- 
atively good showing in view of the 
limited number of professionally 
trained workers.” The administra- 
tive set-up was criticised as lack- 
ing in co-operation and integration 
in the use of the Municipal Lodg- 
ing House and Ozanam Shelter. 

Improvements in the . physical 
equipment of the Municipal Lodg- 
ing House and Ozanam Shelter 
were recommended by Dr. Reed 
and he suggested that the plan of 
caring for men in lodging houses 
and restaurants be discontinued on 
account of its relative expense. 

“The administration of work 
for homeless men and boys,”’ Dr. 
Reed wrote,” has great difficul- 
ties, especially in times of depres- 
sion, and needs strong leadership, 
executive ability and initiative. The 
board can scarcely expect to get an 
executive with the qualities needed 
for the salary now being paid.” 

$3000 a Year. 

Hoy was paid $3000 a year. He 
has been secretary of the bureau 
since it was established in 1926 and 
for a year before that had been en- 
gaged in similar work for the 
Community Council. He came to 
St. Louis in 1923 after his gradua- 
tion from the University of Mis- 
sourl and served for two years as 
secretary of the speakers’ bureau 
of the Community Fund and Coun- 
cil. 

In his reply to Dr. Reed's report, 
Hoy set out that case work, or in- 
dividual service, is the fundamental 
job of the Bureau for Homeless 
Men, and quoted from the report 
Dr. Reed's opinion that the case 
work of the bureau “is certainly 
far better than could be found in 
most cities in this type of work. 
especially at the present time.” 

He agreed that improvements in 
the Municipal Lodging House and 
Ozanam Shelter were desirable, but 
pointed out that the bureau does 
not control these, the former being 
administered by the ecity and the 
latter by he Rev. John J. Butler, 
president of the Catholic Charities. 
he recalled, was 
opened only last February as an 
emergency measure. 

“If the board of directors of the 
Bureau for Homeless Men and its 
executive secretary are to have re- 
sponsibility for the complete pro- 
gram,” Hoy’ concluded, “then the 
board and its executives should be 
allowed to direct the work.”

“During the presidency of Mr. 
Hoover,” one of these statements 
said, “Federal enforcement of the 
prohibition laws has steadily ad- 
vanced and hae attained a higher 
degree of efficiency than in any 
other period since the adoption of 
the Eighteenth Amendment. * * * 
In his acceptance speech he will 
doubtless deal further’ with this 
subject.”’ 

Dr. Edwin C. Dinwiddie, execu- 
tive secretary of the Board of 
Strategy, has said his group also 
may take a more pronounced stand 
between the parties after the 
Hoover speech. — 

Meanwhile, he made public an 
analysis of New York’s wetsand

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play After Midnight When There _ 
2 — Be No Moon. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. nome 


Astronomers predict the most bril- 
liant shower of shooting stars in 
several years, after midnight next 
Thursday. 

These flaming stars dré the Per- 
seid meteors, which have been vis- 
iting the earth annually in midsum- 
mer for 1100 years. Usually they 
have to compete with moonlight, 
but this time the moon sets around 
midnight. 


The Perseids are a vast, elliptical 
ring of particles of cosmic dust and 
stones, two or three billion miles 
long and about 560,000,000 miles 
Wide. This great stream of dust 
circles the sun in a cotméf-shaped 
orbit. 

Bach year from mid-July to mid- 
August the earth cuts through the 
stream. There seems to be a con- 
centration at one place, which the 
earth passes about Aug. 11, ac» 
counting for the shower, The me- 
teors are scattered, averaging ordi- 
narily from 15 to 60 an hour. 

There is some doubt about the 
precise position of the dense por- 
tion of the stream, so that observers 
are warned ot be on the lookout 
also after midnight before and after 
Thursday. 

The meteors travel about 1200 
miles an hour and flame into the 
brightness of rockets at about 60 
miles altitude. They come from the) 


constellation Perseus. ; 
‘There is no record that a Perseid 
ever fell to the earth’s surface. The 
chances of meteors striking in 
cities and towns recently Was com- 
puted by C. C. Wylie, astronomer 
of the University of lowa, He found 
that the total number reaching the 
ground in the United States is pos- 
sibly 170 annually, most of which 
are never observed. On this basis 
he figured that in the seven years 
since 1925, 18 meteors should have 
struck in urban territory in this 
country. Actually, in the period, 
he says, only one has been reported, 
a meteor which fell into the back 
yard of an Illinois home in 1927. 
The public is invited to count the 
Perseids this year. The counts are 
wanted by astronomers. They afe 
a real aid in the study of meteors, 
says Dr. Charles P. Olivier, director 
of the Flower astronomical ob- 
servatory of the University of Penn- 
sylvania. The counts should 
mailed to him. ; 
“We are anxious to have accurate 
counts,” he says, “made b} one per- 
son covering each hour or each 
half hour, at as many stations as 
possible. The American Meteor 
Society will undertake to reduce 
and publish all coupts submitted. 
Directions for observing may be 
had by writing Flower Observatory, 
Upper Darby, Pa., inelosing «a 
stamped addressed envelope. We 
want counts on the nights of Aug. 
9-10, 10-11 and 11-12.”

Because of its high power to 
weight ratio, claimed to be _ the 
highest in the automobile field, the 
engine of a new Essex terraplane 
automobile would drive an average 
airplane of 2500 pounds weight at 
a top speed of 100 miles per hour, 
according to engineers of the Hud- 
son Motor Car Co, 

Because of the airplane type of 
the new car, which was officially 


christened a week or so ago by 
Miss Amelia ~ rhart, the only 
woman who has flown the Atlantic 
alone, the new car was named the 


terraplane, which means land 
plane. 
Airplanes, Hudson engineers 


pointed out, must have a power to 
weight ratio of at least one horse 
power per 35 pounds weight to 
fly. The terrapalne, they said, has 
a power to weight ratio of 30 
pounds per horse power, or one 
horsepower per 30 pounds weight, 
which means that the heaviest ter- 
raplane sedan containing a passen- 
ger weighs approximately 2500 
pounds. 

If placed in an airplane of the 
same weight having a 40-foot wing 
spread and 250 square feet of wing 
surface, a terraplane engine would 
drive it at speed ranging from 55 
to as high as 100 miles per hour. 
. Aviation and automobile engi- 
neers, who were invited to Detroit 
two weeks before the new car was 
announced, expressed surprise that 
such a power to weight ratio could 
be built into an automobile. Among 
the engineers in Detroit at that 
time were Orville Wright, inventor 
of the airplane, and Paul W. Litch- 
field, builder of Zeppelin airships 
for the United States Navy. 

The new Essex terraplane car, 
Hudson engineers said, is accurate- 
ly proportioned so that its power to 
weight ratio can be taken advan- 
tage of at all times. Its length, 
height and tread are practically 
and mathematically correct. 

Never before in automobile his- 
tory did a new automobile ‘ever 
have such a severe initial test as 
was given the new terraplane cars 
in connection with the christening, 
when dealers drove 2000 new terra- 
|planes from Detroit 50 to 1500 
miles over all kinds and sorts of 
roads without serious trouble.

Nash Police Cars 
Help Reduce Crime,

Day and night operation of the 
fast Nash police squad cars, which 
have replaced the old patrol equip- 
ment, plus the perfection of radio 
crime reporting are credited with 
cutting crime in Chicago exactly in 
half in the past six months.

New Rust-Proofing 
Method Used Now 
On Graham Car Bodies 


A new. process for rist-proofing 
automobile bodies, by which each 
complete body assembly, instead 
of its separate panels, is treated 
just before the lacquer is applied, 
has been installed in the Graham 
body plant and all bodies are Ww 
receiving the new protective treat- 
ment. " 

The Graham process not only 
provides a rust resisting protection 
for the body, but also, by chemical- 
ly changing the surface of the 
metal, insures a better bond be- 
tween the metal and the lacquer 
finish, an important factor in at- 
taining permanence of body finish. 

In the Parcoliting process used 
by Graham, the rust-proofing mix- 
ture is sprayed over the entire 
body, under a heavy pressure that 
“insures its thoroughly covering the 
metal. Next, the body spends 20 
minutes passing through a drying’ 
oven heated to 225 degrees. On 
emerging, the body is‘ cleaned of 
the chalky residue, by means of 
power-operated brushes and com- 
pressed air blasts. Finally, an al- 
cohol wipe completes the process. 
The primer coat for the color is 
applied immediately. 

Examination of the rust-proofed 
metal undér a microscope reveals 
a surface of minute crystals, cre- 
ated by the chemical reaction be- 
tween the solution and the metal. 
This coating is the rust preventive, 
and serves to form a superfor bond 
| between the lacquer and the metal.

632,000 Investors—Large Part of Loans 
- for Refinancing .Mortgages. 


More than $300,000,000 was lent 


|to home owners in the United 
| States in the first six months of 
'1932 by building and lean com- 
panies, which added 632,000 inves- 
|tors to its ranks during that pe- 
\riod. The figures were made pub- 


\lic yesterday by the United States 


Building & Loan League, in a six 
months’ summary which character- 


'ized the business as “most satisfac- 
tory in view of present conditions.” 


Morton Bodfish, executive man- 
jager of the league, said homes of 
labout 125,000 families were fi- 
nanced by building and loan asso- 
)ciations during the first half of 
(1932, with individual loans averag- 


‘ing slightly less than $2500. 

An “exceedingly conservative” 
|\policy of management by associa- 
tions is indicated, he said, by an 


increase in the industry's contin- 


gent reserves during that period. 


Reserves July 1 were 4.92 per cent 
| of total liabilities, whereas the in- 
dustry’s real estate holding# are 


only 4.12 per cent of total assets. 
New Construction Loans Drop. 
Analysis of reports from asso- 


ciations in 17 states showed that 
the percentage of loans made for 


new construction has declined 

steadily since January. 
“Inadequate funds for home fi- 

nancing and the more pressing need 


for refinancing loans of the straight 


mortgage type which are now fall- 


ing due account in part for this 


trend.” Bodfish said. “There is no 
doubt, however, that there is a 


definite demand for the building 
of new homes in a number of areas. 
Money made available to associa- 
tions through the Home Loan Bank 
system should stimulate this phase 
as well as assist in 
supplying refinancing and remodel- 


of the business, 


An unusually large proportion of 
money recently advancéd to home 
owners by building and loan asso- 
ciations, Bodfish said, has gone to 
refinance loans previously made by 


mortgage lending institutions who 
have been calling their loans. 
82 Pct. in Refinancing Loans. 
“As ai resulit,” 
“more than 82 per cent of all loans 
from January to July were to re- 
finance such mortgages, to assist 
families in purchasing some of the 
bargains in homes on the market 
today, or to remodel 
prices now available.” 
The percentage of the associa- 
tion’s total assets invested in mort- 
gage loans increased from 45.388 
Jan. 1 to 86.54 July 1. 
“Establishment of the new Fed- 
eral home loan bank system, which 
will be developed largely through 
the associations, undoubtedly will 
lead to even greater development 
in the business,” Bodfish asserted.

ute 8.5 seconds, 1.3 seconds. faster 
than Miss Albina Ospiowich's ac- 
cepted world mark, sect by the 
American swimmer in 1929. 

The San Francisco mermaid, a 
member of the 1928 team, also 
broke Miss Ospiowich’s Olympic 
record of 1:11, set four years ago 
at Amsterdam. :

T. LOUIS will know, within a few 
G nonin, what can be done to provide mod- 

ern homes for wage-earners, near the 
downtown district, at rents not greatly ex- 
ceeding those now charged for old and un- 
healthful tenements. 

The model housing systems of Berlin, 
Vienna, Hamburg, Munich and Frankfurt, 
miles of steel, concrete and glass, homes for 
tens of thousands of families, have furnished 
the ideas. They have shown how such build- 
ings can be constructed and arranged in St. 
Louis and other American cities. 

But this city will have to work out its own 
plan of financing the enterprises. Here they 
must be made not only attractive and bene- 
ficial domiciles for the tenants, but attractive 
investments for the builder. Government 
subsidies, such as have aided the housing 
movements of continental cities, are. not 
sought or expected here. 

Arrangements were completed last week 
for a study of land and building costs, in 
definite St. Louis neighborhoods, and of rent 
schedules which would yield a reasonable 
profit to the owners of new buildings. When 
these rents are compared with those now be- 
ing charged by owners of buildings in the 
same districts, it will be known whether the 
war on the slum, which is being waged in 
German .cities and has been begun in some 


Louis. 

Getting Facts for St. Louis. 

J. A. Wolf; director of Neighborhood As- 
sociation, who spent three months last spring 


housing system, is in charge of the inquiry 
to be made here. He will have an active part 
in any definite housing scheme which results. 
The financing of the inquiry, to cost $2000 
or more, has been assured by a group inter- 
ested in living conditions. 

“As to what will be shown,” Wolf said,

‘“‘We must learn how far it will be feasible 
to make liberal use of glass and tile in con- 
struction, as has been done in Germany. We 
must see whether we can provide central 
heating, which the German siedlungen, be- 
cause of fuel conditions peculiar to Central 
Europe, do not have. We must figure in the 
elements of sunlight and cross-ventilation, as 
they have done, but we need not follow all 
their oddities of exterior design, sych as the 
horseshoe shape of the Britz siedlung, in Ber- 
lin.

‘‘Land cost is a vital elément, and we will 
have to find out whether the land can be had

ment. In some neighborhoods, owners have 
attached too much enarEranee to this latter 
idea. 

‘“‘When we have ldarned the cost of. build- 
ing in certain areas, the question will be, 
‘Where do we go from here?’ Considering 
the cost, and figuring a fair return on the 
investment, with allowance for maintenance, 
taxes and interest, can we erect modern, fire- 
proof, sanitary buildings’ and rent them at 
a price per room per month only slightly in 
excess of what is now paid in the same 
neighborhoods? Can we interest investors in 
this as a businegs proposition? 

“From the answers to these questions we 
must determine whether St. Louis can un- 
dertake modern housing on a large seale. We 
will have no government -subsidy such as 
those of Germany and Austria, and the proj- 
ects must carry themselves as business ven- 
tures. They are not to be considered as 
philanthropies. 

“The rents to be charged must not be a 
great increase over present rentals in the 
same districts. If there is any large in- 
crease, the scheme will not‘help the people 
whom it.should help. The new buildings 
would be occupied, but not by those who 
now live on the same sites. They would be 
driven to some other slum, and there would, 
be little net gain toward solving the housing 
problem.” 

The districts which naturally suggést 
themselves for the St. Louis development, 
and which Wolf's: surveyors will study, are 
those with the walk-to-work appeal. The vi- 
einity of Neighborhood Association house, at 
Nineteenth and Wash streets, is such a ‘loca- 
tion.

What Berlin and 


Vienna Have Done 


HE siedlungen, or home settlements, of 
it German and Austrian cities are of several 

types. The largest and most familiar are 
the huge blocks of 3-story and 4-story apart- 
ments or tenements, removed from each other 
by wide spaces and housing thousands of people. 
The Karl Marx Hof in Vienna and the Britz 
development in Berlin are leading examples of 
this type. 

Other siedlungen are garden colonies, on the 
outskirts of cities, with patches of earth 50 by 
100 feet for each family, and with summer 
houses or year-round dwellings, and in some 
cases quarters for chickens or a pig; semi-sepa-’ 
rate 4 or 5 room dwellings; and separate single 
homes with front and back yard. 

The smallest apartments, for bachelors or 
spinsters, have one room, a combination living 
room, bedroom and kitchen. The next size has 
separate bedroom ahd closet; others have two or 
more bedrooms. 

Each apartment has running water, usually 
cold only; electric light, gas, toilet, coke stove, 
and oak floors, with bricks or concrete in the 
cooking corners. Few have private baths, but 
shower and tub baths are furnished in the 
building at a small charge. The larger groups 
have shops, kindergartens, libraries and post 
offices. No clothes posts, garbage pails, ash cans 
or rubbish heaps are visible. Use of machine 
laundry and drying rooms is included in the 
rentals. The buildings are turned and curved to |, 
catch the sunlight. Porches are partitioned to 
afford privacy. 

Rents are exceedingly low, due to govern: 
ment subsidies and exemptions. A 3-room* effi- 
ciency apartment can be had for $5 a month, 
four rooms for $6.50. Rentals include a tax 
applied to repairs and to a fund for more such 
buildings. In all cities, the siedlungen are fully 
occupied, and have long waiting lists. 


Patch, to the west. This does not simplify 
the problem, but it is not viewed as forbid- 
ding the erection of large building groups 
for white occupancy.

Locations for Experiments. 

The present dwellings of the district are 
mostly. old, and many are in poor condition 
as to sanitation and repairs.

Another inviting neighborhood for a like 
experiment, within , walking distance of 
downtown buildings anda the southern indus- 
trial district, is that lying, east of Lafayette 
Park. Others may be found in the vicinage 
of northwestern and South Side industrial 
plants, and in the expected development in 
the new River Des Peres district. 

The locations sought will be entire city 
blocks and groups of blocks. lated. struc- 
‘tures are not favored. The Berlin and Vien- 
na plans, with their liberal light and play- 
ground spaces, are laid out in neighborhood 
groups. To duplicate sone of the larger 
ones in the near-downtown districts here, al- 
leys and even streets would have to be 
closed.

State, provincial 
and communal lands, as well as 
private property (except farms 
worked by families) may be ex- 
propriated by the Federal Com- 
missioner. Only two conditions 
are attached to the letting out. of 
these small tracts to heads of un- 
employed families; willingness 
and ability to work the land and 
an intention to remain long 
enough to develop it and become 
eventual proprietors. 

In France, where the available 
supply of agricultural labor is al- 
ways insufficient, 
effort is being made to get the un- 
employed out of the cities, es- 


from the provinces, and back to 
the land. Ordinarily 500,000 
Italian and Polish farm-workers 
come to France each summer to 
work. With the bars up against 
these aliens the shortage of farm 
labor is likely to be more pro- 
nounced. Consequently the indus- 
trial establishments are discharg- 
ing first those workers who have 
had farm experience and second- 
ly giving an indemnity to those re- 
leased on the condition that they 
will invest the money in return- 
ing to agricultural pursuits.

ATTACKS FARM BOARD 
FOR SNES OF COTTON 


Senator Gore Says Farmers 
Will Lose From $50,000, - 
000 to $100,000,00. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—A loss 


of from $50,000,000 to $100,000,- 
000 to the farmers through Farm 
Board cotton sale policies was pre- 
dicted today by Senator Gore 


(Dem.), Oklahoma. 

In a statement, the Senator said 
the board's decision to sell €50,000 
bales of cotton during the current 
year, in addition to the half mil- 
Hon bales which are being present- 
ed.to the Red@ Cross, “loads the 
current crop down with more than 
a million bales produced in previ- 
ous years.” 

‘The board's intention to dispose 
of 650,000 bales in the open mar- 
ket was announced this week by 
Carl Williams, board cotton mem- 
ber. He said the board's cotton 
holdings amounted to 1,310,000 
bales, of which 500,000 will go to 
the Red Cross, and ,that the staple 
would be disposed of without dis- 
turbing the market. 

Gore, sharp critic of the board's 
policies, had 
ing the cotton from the market un- 
til this year’s crop was sold by the 
growers. 

The Oklahoma Democrat said the 
board’s decision to sell made an 
artificial surplus “amounting to 
more than 10 per cent of the cur- 
rent crop,” adding it would “easily 
depress the price more than 10 per 
cent.” 

“If the board would market this 
650,000 bales at the rate of 2000 
instead of 10,000 a day.” he said, 
“it would have a much less de- 
pressing effect upon a sensitive and 
fainting market. The present,Mar- 
ket cannot well absorb 10,000 bales 
a day.” 

He called attention to a bill he 
introduced directing the board to 
sell 60.000 bales each month after 
Aug. 1 next year, unless the price 
went above 12 cents per pound. 
Then, any amount could be dis- 
posed of at one time.

To both of these nations foreign 


trade is vital. Both hope for ‘# 
general thawing out of trade re- 
strictions that will start movement 
of their exports and permit more 
active use of thelr merchant ‘ma- 
rines. Norway, especially, is con- 
cerned with the problem of finding 
employment for its merchant ma- 
rine, which sends ships into all 
waters, 

The importance of foreign trade 
to Sweden and Norway is shown by 
its {anusually high per capita rat- 
ing. In 1930 Sweden, with a popu- 
lation slightly more than 6,000,000, 
had per capita imports ef $72.60 
and exports of ‘$67,60.. Norway, 
with about half as large a popula- 
tion, the same year had per capita 
imports of $101.80 and exports ef 
$64.30. 

Both Have Low Tariffs. 
Last year Sweden's imports were 


valued at’ $242,690,000 and exports 


at $190,810,000, an adverse trade 
balance that was almost covered by 
earnings of the merchant. marine. 

Both Sweden and Norway could 
and would participate with free- 
dom in a world economic confer- 
ence. Neither nation has been 
forced to erect high tariffs, in 
comparison with other countries, 
although Sweden this spring in- 
creased the duty on a few articles. 

Both nations took part early this 
year in the “Oslo conference,” at 
which Sweden, Norway, Denmark, 
Holland and Belgiuin agreed to 
work entirely in the open in the 
matter of tariff increases. ‘ 

Tariff Powers. 

The governments of both coun- 
tries are equipped for emergencies, 
however. The Swedish Riksdag, 
before it adjourned this spring, 
gave the state authority to increase 
tariffs as it saw fit while the Riks- 
dag was not in session, including 
special ‘assessments 70 to 25 per 
cent of the value of articles now 
treated” as non-dutiable. 

From a world economic confer- 
ence, if one were to be held, Swe- 
den would seek a more open mar- 
ket for timber, wood. pulp, iron ore, 
agricultural and industrial prod- 
ucts; Norway a better market for 
timber products, dairy products, 
fish, whale oil, and irfdustrial prod- 
ucts. 

Both nations have felt the sting 
of Soviet competition in foreign 
markets, and both fear a preferen- 
tial tariff policy within the British 
Empire. 


RECEIVERSHIP SUIT AGAINST 
MOTORS AGENCY DiSMISSED 


Court Holds Former Manager Was 
Not Partner in Central 
States Firm. 

The suit of L. P. Hambuechen 
for appointment of a receiver for 
the Central States Motors, 3145 Lo- 
cust street, in which, he alleged, he 
and Dr, Walter E., Harral were 
partners, and for a dissolution of 
the. partnership, has been dismissed 
by Circuit Judge Hall. The com- 
pany has the local agency for 
Franklin automobiles and also 
handles Pontiac cars. 

Judge Hall held that Ham- 

buechen was employed as general 
manager in March, 1930, but there 
was no substantial evidence of any 
agreement he#was to be a partner, 
entitled to a share of the profits, 
since it appeared Dr. Harral had 
furnished all of the capital, ap- 
proximately $43,000. Hambuechen 
claimed he had a $15,000 interest 
in the business because he was in- 
strumental in getting that amount 
as a subsidy from the Franklin 
Automobile Co. at the time the 
Central States Motors took over the 
agency. This subsidy represented 
10 months rent at $1500 a month. 

Hambuechen’s salary as mana- 
i ger was originally $350 a month 
but last February it was reduced

Right Time to Do It. 

“When we have learned, by our 
studies now starting, what can be 
doné in St. Louis, it will be time to 
go to business men with the story, 
show them what has been done 
elsewhere, and seek the fermation 
of limited dividend housing cor- 
porations. We can stress the value 
of beginning while building costs 
are still low and when many are 
out of work. We shall keep in 
view such measures as the pro- 
posed Wagner bill, which provides 
that limited dividend corporations 
may borrow from the Government 
for large-scale operations at a min- 
imum interest charge. — 

“In whatever is done, we must 
conform to accepted recommenda- 
tions of city planning. We+must 
avoid creating more slums and 
blighted sections. We must pro- 
vide ample recreation space. We 
must take cognizance of transpor- 


tation costs, and -walk-to-work 
savings. 
“If, as we all believe, there 


should be a job for every man, it 
is quite as imperative that the 
same man should be able to obtain 
decent, sanitary living quarters 
where he and his family may prac- 
tice the common and necessary vir- 
tues which make for a respectable 


and prégressing citizenry.”

Photographing Objects the Fye Cannot See 


Infra-Red Process Now Developed

The explanation is infra-red photog- 
raphy, a development of recent years 
which is constantly being made more 
effective. It makes uge of waves of 
light which belong to the infra-red re- 
gion of the spectrum—light waves 
which are too long to be visible to the 
human eye, but which can act on a 
photographic plate made sensitive to 
them. ; 

For some years infra-red photog- 
raphy has been used by astronomers. 
With photographic materials which 
are sensitive to invisible waves of light, 
they have been taking pictures of the 
spectra of the stars. Long exposures 
have been necessary in the work be- 
cause of the low general sensitiveness 
of the materials. As the sensitiveness 
has been increased by constant labora- 
tory work, astronomers have been able 
to photograph the spectra of fainter 
Stars. 
ts With photographic materials being 
thade ever more sensitive to infra-red, 
the project of taking a photograph in 
what seemed absolute darkness pre- 
sented itself—that is, photographing 
people in a room lighted only by the 
invisible infra-red light. So one day 
& group of men was photographed 
under these conditions in the résearch 
laboratories of the Eastman Kodak 
Company, Rochester, New York. The 
picture was taken in a room in which 
a booth had been erected. In the 
booth were 15 1000-watt electric 
lamps pointed “toward the ceiling of 
the room, and over the top of the 
booth were placed deep filters which 
transmitted only infra-red light. Using 
a special infra-red sensitive plate, hy- 
persensitized with ammonia, the pho- 
tographer made a good negative of 
the group with an exposure of one 
eecond

tance work is that it penetrates haze 
much farther than visible light Va;

Pictures shown here iI- 
lustrate the difference between ordi- 
nary and infra-red photography in the 
elimination of haze. 

Infra-red light was being used for 
long-distance photography nearly 1° 
years ago, when the Yosemite Valle) 
was photographed from Mount Hamil- 
ton in California, 120 miles away. At 
that time, however, it was necessary to 
use rays which were rather close to the 
visible spectrum, as photographic mia 
terials sensitive to the longer waves 
invisible light—that is, those compara- 
tively far from the visible spectrum 
had not been developed. Eastman re 
search experts say that for this type o! 
photography the only limit to the cam 
era range is that set by earth curva 
ture. 

And Captain Stevens has expressed 
the opinion that it may be possible fo: 
the camera to give “an inkling” eve! 
of objects a short distance below ‘h 
horizon—that light rays may be curved 
by the atmosphere.

Then Dr. Hedin ventured to pro- 
pose an old dream. Ever since his 
first venture into Tibet it had been 
his ambition to bring back to Stock- 
holm a lama temple.

It was 
discovered that the original temple was 
in such a bad state of repair that it 
would be impossible to take it down, 
transport it and set it up again on 
Chicago’s fairgrounds.

hand would grasp the 
fly-wheel of the en- 
gine, turn it over and 
release it when the en- 
gine started. 

As told in an ac- 
count in ae success 
magazine recently—. 
Bendix has reached 
that stage in his ca- 
reer — the inventor 
started out to sell his 
primitive self-starter. 
Every automotive en- 
gineer who consented 
to examine it said it 
wouldn’t work. At last 
he got a firm in El- 
mira, New York, to 
manufacture the _  in- 
vention. That was in 
1911. In the follow- 
ing 17 years that firm 


received $30,000,000 
from Bendix’s inven- 
tion. 


Another successful invention was 
the four-wheel mechanical brake. The 
original invention was the work of a 
Frenchman, Perrot. Bendix saw it in 
Paris in 1922 and bought the rights 
to it. He had more than one reason 
to be vitally interested in this inven- 
tion. Only a little while before his 
father had been killed under a car 
with inefficient brakes. When he had 
perfected Perrot’s invention, he didn't 
have to offer it to scornful engineers. 
He organized his own company to man- 
ufacture the four-wheel brake and 
automobile manufacturers were eager 
to buy it. 

Even during the depression Ben- 
dix’s plants have increased enormous- 
ly. The principal one, at South Bend, 
Indiana, had 360,000 square feet of 
floor space in 1929. Now it has nearly 
25 acres under roof, a million square 
feet. In connection with it there is 
a highly developed research depart- 
ment to exploit the new ideas that pop 
into the head of this inventive genius. 
His latest successful invention, per- 
fected and developed since the depres- 
sion began, is the automatic clutch 
control. 


| ENDIX drives himself as rigor- 
Bou today as he did 30 years 

ago. But it is scarcely a ques- 
tion of drive, for his boundless energy 
cannot be restrained. In his own re- 
markable memory he retains most of 
the details of his business. 

Take a typical day in Bendix’f 
life. At 7 o'clock he is wakened. 
Then comes his masseur, a power- 
ful Norwegian. He igs massaged as 
he lies in the middle of the great 
bed in the master’s bedroom. While 
this is still going on, a secretary 
comes tO take a half dozen tele- 
grams and ietters. The telephone 
rings. An art dealer is admitted 
to this early-morning session and 
despite the secretary, the masseur 
and the telephone, Bendix finds time to 
discuss a possible addition to his col- 
lection of tapestries. He breakfasts 
with another secretary and discusses 
the plans for the day. 

At nine he has a long conference 
with his real estate agents. In the 
past four years his real estate and 
building operations have become in- 
creasingly important. He owns many 
valuable blocks on Chicago's near 
North Side. At ten o'clock he calls 
the manager of his Los Angeles plant 
and talks for three-quarters of an 
hour about an important shift in plans. 
Before he has finished the conversa- 
tion he has talked to four persons at 
the Los Angeles end. (There is scarce- 
ly a day that Bendix does no. spend 
from an hour to two hours on the 
long distance telephone, talking to 
New York, Detroit, all around the 
compass.)

He said 
he found Mrs. Patrick drunk and her 
lip bleeding. ‘‘The children came run- 
ning out and crying. Patrick told her 
to get back and said he had an arm 
that was aching to sock her. I stopped 
him from hitting her. Then she slipped 
on the rug and fell on top of the chil- 
dren. He slammed the door.”’ 

When the time came for Mrs. Pat- 
rick to present her side of the case she 
had a few unpleasant accusations to 
make, herself. She related that one 
time her father-in-law, the elderly and 
dignified Mr. Anness, ‘“‘was so intox- 
icated he was unable to get up off the 
floor, and the butler had to put him 
to bed." And Mrs. Anness, the witness 
said, ‘“‘kept a bottle of morphine and 
other drugs on her dressing table. I 
have always prevented the children 
from entering the grandmother's bed- 
room, for fear they might get some 
drugs or something.” She also de- 
clared that Anness had a habit of snif- 
fing at a charm, containing a phial, at 
the end of his watch chain, adding that 
before doing it he was drowsy and ir- 
ritable, but afterward was in good 
spirits. 

Mrs. Patrick denied that either she 
or her husband was a narcotic addict. 
Patrick testified that when he went to 
jail in 1921 he was “a Government 
agent assigned to go to jail for evi- 
dence.” 

In announcing his decision. Justice 
Witsehief said: ‘The controlling prin- 
ciple in these cases involving the cus- 
tody of children is the welfare of the 
children. The welfare of the child 
is superior to the claim of the 
parent to its custody. But the right 
of the surviving parent to these ehil- 
dren is paramount to that of all other 
persons.” 

He said it was the Court's opinion 
that the mother loved her childen— 
but not enough. He believed she had 
never abused them physically, but “the 
whole trouble is that their (the Pat- 
ricks) love of pleasure is greater 
than their love for the children.”

parents.
